Washington, Aug. 4.—Four hundred 


and fifty 
thousand 
members of the 


Brotherhood of Railway and Steamship 
clerks, freight handlers, express and 
station employes today joined^ with other 
railway workers in "'demanding that un- 
less something be done materially to 
reduce the cost of living our wages must 
be raised to give us immediate relief." 


The demands have been transferred 


to the 
railroad 
administration, J. J. 


Forester, president of the brotherhood, 
announced. 


The brotherhood demands are retre- 


active to January, 1913. and include a 
44-hour week and 20 cents increase in 
wages. The railroad administration was 
asked to grant the workers 'a hearing 
and to make a definite reply immedi- 
ately. 
"When that reply Is received, 
Mr. 


Forester said, "it it is not of the nature 
that goes along with the proposition 
we have made it will be put up to the 
employes immediately for their action. 
The pressure from the employes for a 
vote on the answer of the railroad ad- 
ministration is strong and if the de- 
mands are not quickly granted, judging 
from the temper of the employes, they 
are likely to follow the lead of the shop 
men."

Thus a majority of the 2,000,000 


railroad workers would be represented. 


Mr. Mines expected to explain his

This detail was proposed to 


congress last week by the president.

Washington, Aug. 4.—Discussion of 


the high cost of living was resumed in* 
the senate today immediately after the 
session opened. 
Chairman Uronna, of 


the agriculture committee, announced 
that he had called a committee meeting 
tomorrow to discuss measures to reduce 
the cost of living. 
He said he had 


no remedy to offer, but declared that 
increase of wages and decrease of work- 
inging hours was not a penacea, nor 
would government-ownership or control 
of utilities solve the problem. 


Relation of the price of wheat to the 


cost of living was debated by several 
senators Mr. Gronna denied that the 
government's wheat price guarantor 
causes undue prices for bread. He was 
supported by Senators Kellogg and Nel- 
son 
Republicans, of Minnesota, who 


said wheat was being sold far below the 
government's guarantee at the principal 
terminals. 
Senator Oronna declared that the 


packers and all dealers in food products 
"never made higher profits" than th*y 
clkl under the food administration's reg- 
ulation plan during the war. 


Deploring the general "tendency to 


run *o congress to pas* laws for the reg 
ulation of everything." Senator Smith. 
Democrat, South Carolina, declared lo- 
cal authorities have ample power to 
combat the high cost of living "hys- 
teria." 
Senator Smith wii<l if there was prof- 


iteering, the Sherman act afforded an 
opportunity to break it up. He added 
that extravagance by most persons was 
one cause of present conditions.
